$2T in Retirement Funds Lost 


Nest eggs have taken a beating amid U.S. financial crisis 


WASHINGTON I Americans’ retirement plans 
have lost as much as $2 trillion in the past 
15 months — about 20 percent of their value 
— Congress’ top budget analyst estimated 
Tuesday as lawmakers began investigating 
how turmoil in the financial industry is whit- 
tling away workers’ nest eggs. 

The upheaval that has engulfed financial 
firms and sent the stock market plummeting 
is also devastating people’s savings, forcing 


families to hold off on major purchases and 
even delay retirement, Peter Orszag, the head 
of the Congressional Budget Office, told the 
House Education and Labor Committee. 

As Congress investigates the causes and 
effects of the meltdown, the panel pressed 
economists and other analysts on how the 
housing, credit and other financial troubles 
have battered pensions and other retirement 
funds, which are among the most common 


forms of savings in the United States. 

More than half the people surveyed in an 
Associated Press-GfKpoll taken Sept. 27-30 
said they worry they will have to work longer 
because the value of their retirement savings 
has declined. 

Orszag said public and private pension 
funds and employees’ private retirement sav- 
ings accounts — like 40l(k)s — lost about 
10 percent between the middle of 2007 and 
the middle of this year, and lost another 10 
percent just in the past three months, (ap)

Cliinese Muslims may 
be freed after nearly 
7 years in detention 

WASHINGTON | A federal judge 
ordered the Bush administration 
Tuesday to free immediately 17 
Chinese Muslims from Guantan- 
amo Bay into the United States, a 
dramatic ruling that could set the 
course for releasing dozens of other 
prisoners from the US. naval facil- 
ity in Cuba. 

The Bush administration crit- 


icized the decision as a threat to 
national security and quickly moved 
to block the decision in federal 
appeals court. “Today’s ruling pres- 
ents serious national security and 
separation of powers concerns and 
raises unprecedented legal issues,” 
said Justice Department spokes- 
man Brian Roehrkasse. 

In a stern rebuke of the govern- 
ment, U.S. District Judge Ricardo 
M. Urbina said it would be wrong 
to continue holding the detainees 
since they no longer are considered 
enemy combatants. Members of the 


ethnic group known as Uighurs, 
the men have been in custody for 
almost seven years. 

Over the objections of govern- 
ment lawyers who continued to 
cast the Uighurs as possible terror 
threats, Urbina ordered them to be 
released, in Washington, by Friday. 
It was the first court-ordered release 
of Guantanamo detainees since the 
prison camp opened in 2002. 

“Because the Constitution pro- 
hibits indefinite detentions with- 
out cause, the continued detention 
is unlawful,” Urbina said, prompt- 


ing cheers and applause from local 
Uighur residents and human rights 
activists packed into the U.S. Dis- 
trict courtroom. 

Urbina also ordered a hear- 
ing next week to decide where the 
Uighurs should be settled perma- 
nently. Until then, members of the 
Uighur community in the Wash- 
ington area agreed to sponsor and 
help care for them. 

“I think the moment has arrived 
for the court to shine the light of con- 
stitutionality on the reasons for the 
detention,” he said, hopeyen(ap) 


Divers Explore 
Ship That Sank 
In Nov. of 1898 

BOSTON I Five Massachusetts men 
became the first divers to reach the 
wreck of a 19th-century steamship 
that sank in one of the most destruc- 
tive storms in New England history, 
and say they saw an array of arti- 
facts like dishes and mugs, but no 
human remains. 

The Portland, known as the 
“Titanic of New England,” sank 
off the Massachusetts coast 
Nov. 26, 1898, after it sailed from 
Boston, taking more than 190 peo- 
ple with it. The dives to the ship 

— 460 feet below ocean surface 

— tested the divers’ limits. They 
could spend only 10 to 15 minutes 
exploring the wreckage site before 
returning to the surface, (ap)

Stocks Continue to Plunge 


Fed invokes emergeney 
power, begins lending 
money to businesses 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Frantically trying to 
stop the bleeding on Wall Street, the 
Federal Reserve took a first-time 
step Tuesday to get cash directly to 
businesses and hinted that interest 
rates could come down soon. Stocks 
continued their free fall anyway and 
hit new five-year lows. 

The central bank invoked emer- 
gency powers to lend money to 
companies outside the financial 
sector and buy up mounds of com- 
mercial paper, the short-term debt 
that firms use to pay for everyday 
expenses like salaries and sup- 
plies. 

The Fed, which has loaned 
money only to banks before, made 
the move as the gravest financial 
crisis in decades wore on and con- 
cern spread around the world. 

In a speech to the National Asso- 
ciation for Business Economics, Fed- 



Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke said the 


economy may be in bad shapeforawhile. 


eral Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
delivered a strong signal interest rates 
may need to be cut. And he warned 
the country could be stuck in the eco- 
nomic doldrums for some time. 

“The outlook for economic 
growth has worsened,” Bernanke 
said. “The heightened financial tur- 


moil that we have experienced of 
late may well lengthen the period of 
weak economic performance.” 

The gloomy assessment appeared 
to open the door wider to an inter- 
est rate cut on or before the Fed 
convenes again Oct. 28. The Fed’s 
key interest rate now stands at 
2 percent. 

Wall Street turned its back. The 
Dow Jones industrials lost 508 
points, more than 5 percent, to close 
at 9 , 447 , the lowest since Sept. 30, 
2003. The Standard & Poor’s 500, 
a broader stock index, closed below 
1,000 for the first time since that 
same day. 

President Bush again sought to 
strike a reassuring tone and said 
the nation would make it through 
tough times. 

“Have faith; this economy is 
going to recover over time,” the 
president said in a speech in Vir- 
ginia. “I wish I could snap my fin- 
gers and make what happened stop. 
But that’s not the way it works.”

Documents: AIG Execs Hid Losses 


Lawmakers berate 
leaders of insurer that 
needed a federal loan 

WASHINGTON I Executives at Amer- 
ican International Group Inc. hid 
the full range of its risky financial 
products from auditors as losses 
mounted, according to documents 
released Tuesday by a congressional 
panel examining the chain of events 
that forced the government to bail 
out the conglomerate. 

The panel sharply criticized 
AIG’s former top executives, who 
cast blame on each other. 

“You have cost my constituents 
and the taxpayers of this country 
$85 billion and run into the ground 
one of the most respected insur- 
ance companies in the history of 
our country,” said Rep. Carolyn

Maloney, D-N.Y. 

AIG, crippled by huge losses 
linked to mortgage defaults, was 
forced last month to accept an 
$85 billion government loan. 

House Oversight Commit- 
tee Chairman Henry Waxman, 
D-Calif , unveiled documents show- 
ing AIG executives hid the extent of 
the firm’s risky financial products 
from auditors as losses mounted. 

Federal regulators at the Office 
of Thrift Supervision warned in 
March that “corporate oversight 
of AIG Financial Products ... lack 
critical elements of independence.” 
At the same time, Pricewaterhouse 
Cooper confidentially warned the 
company that the “root cause” of its 
mounting problems was denying 
internal overseers in charge of lim- 
iting AIG’s exposure access to what 
was going on in its highly leveraged 


financial products branch. 

Three former AIG executives 
were summoned to appear before 
the hearing. One of them, Maurice 
“Hank” Greenberg — who ran AIG 
for 38 years until 2005 — canceled 
his appearance, citing illness, but 
submitted testimony. In it, he blamed 
the company’s financial woes on his 
successors, former CEOs Martin Sul- 
livan and Robert Willumstad. 

Sullivan and Willumstad, in 
turn, cast much of the blame on 
accounting rules that forced AIG 
to take tens of billions of dollars in 
losses stemming from exposure to 
toxic mortgage-related securities. 

Lawmakers upbraided Sullivan, 
who ran the firm from 2005 until 
June of this year, for urging AIG’s 
board of directors to waive pay 
guidelines to win a $5 million bonus 
for 2007 — even as the company lost 
$5 billion in the fourth quarter. Sul- 
livan countered that he was mainly 
concerned with helping other senior 
executives.

Iceland Is on Brink of Bankruptcy 



Government enacts 
emergency measures 
as currency loses value 

REYKJAVIK, ICELAND | This volca- 
nic island near the Arctic Circle is 
on the brink of becoming the first 
“national bankruptcy” of the global 
financial meltdown. 

Home to just 320,000 people in 
a territory the size of Kentucky, Ice- 
land has formidable international 
reach because of an outsized bank- 
ing sector that set out with Viking 
confidence to conquer swaths of the 
British economy — from fashion 
retailers to top soccer teams. 

The strategy gave Icelanders 
one of the world’s highest per capita 
incomes. But now they are watching 
helplessly as their economy implodes 
— their currency losing almost half 
its value, and their heavily exposed 
banks collapsing under the weight 
of debts incurred by lending in the 
boom times. 

“Everything is closed. We 
couldn’t sell our stock or take money 
from the bank,” said Johann Sigur- 
dsson as he left a branch of Lands- 
banki in downtown Reykjavik. 

The government had earlier 
announced it had nationalized the 


bank under emergency laws enacted 
to deal with the crisis. 

‘We have been forced to take deci- 
sive action to save the country,” said 
Prime Minister Geir H. Haarde. 

A full-blown collapse of Iceland’s 
financial system would send shock 
waves across Europe, given the heavy 


investment by Icelandic banks and 
companies across Europe. 

Thousands of Britons have 
accounts with Icesave, the online 
arm of Landsbanki that regu- 


lators said was likely to file for 
bankruptcy after it stopped per- 
mitting customers to withdraw 
money from their accounts Tuesday.

2 Japanese seientists, 
American honored for 
theories on particles 

Two Japanese scientists and an 
American won the 2008 Nobel Prize 
in physics on Tuesday for theoreti- 
cal advances that help explain the 
behavior of the smallest particles 
of matter. 

The American, Yoichiro Nambu, 
87, of the Enrico Fermi Institute at 
the University of Chicago, won half 
the $1.4 million prize for mathe- 
matical work he did nearly a half- 
century ago. 

“I had almost given up” on get- 
ting the Nobel, Nambu said. 

Makoto Kobayashi and Toshi- 
hide Maskawa of Japan shared the 
other half for a 1972 theory that 


forecast the later discovery of a new 
family of subatomic particles. 

The insights of the three scien- 
tists “give us a deeper understand- 
ing of what happens far inside the 
tiniest building blocks of matter,” 
said the Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences, which presents the 


physics award. 

Or, as physicist Phil Schewe, a 
spokesman for the American Insti- 
tute of Physics, put it: “Nature works 
in strange ways, and these three 
physicists helped to explain that 
strangeness in an ingenious way.”

Police battle protesters 
outside Parliament; 

1 killed, 400 injured 

BANGKOK, THAILAND | Thailandsuf- 
fered its worst political violence in 
more than 16 years as police battled 
protesters who besieged the Parlia- 
ment Tuesday in their struggle to 
change the country’s system of democ- 
racy. One woman died, and more than 
400 people were injured. 

The army moved into the streets 


of the capital, Bangkok, while most 
of the protesters eventually left 
the area around Parliament and 
regrouped on the grounds of the 
prime minister’s office, which they 
have occupied since Aug. 26. 

The violence heightened the 
political uncertainty that has bedev- 
iled Thailand since early 2006, 
when large protests called for then- 
prime minister Thaksin Shinawatra 
to step down for alleged corruption 
and abuse of power. 

A September 2006 coup ousted 


Thaksin, but his political allies were 
restored to power by a December 
2007 election, deepening the split 
between his rural majority support- 
ers and urban-based opponents. The 
problems remained when Somchai 
Wongsawat, Thaksin’s brother-in- 
law, became prime minister. 

The protesters’ rage over what 
they see as an effort to reinstall 
Thaksin by stealth leads some to 
suspect that they are pushing for 
another possible coup to oust the

Industry: No Cold 
Medicine for Kids 


Drug makers issue 
a voluntary warning 
for kids younger than 4 

WASHINGTON I Children under 4 
should not be given over-the-coun- 
ter cough and cold remedies, drug 
companies said Tuesday in a con- 
cession to pediatricians who doubt 
the drugs do much good and worry 
about risks. 

The voluntary change in advice 
to parents comes less than a week 
after federal health officials said 
they also saw little evidence that 
the drugs work. But government 
officials were afraid that taking the 
medicines off store shelves might 
prompt parents to give their chil- 
dren adult medicines. 

The drug makers said they will 
also add a warning that parents 
should not give antihistamines to 
children to make them sleepy. These 
are allergy-relief medications often 
found in medicines that combine 
several ingredients to treat a vari- 
ety of symptoms. 

The new measures “reflect 
industry’s overall commitment to 
the continued safe and appropriate 
use of children’s oral OTC cough and

cold medicines,” Linda Suydam, 
president of the Consumer Health- 
care Products Association, said in 
announcing the changes. 

“We are doing this voluntarily 
out of an abundance of caution,” 
she added. The new instructions 
will appear on products distributed 
for the coming cold season. 

Problems with OTC cough and 
cold medicines send about 7,000 
children to emergency rooms each 
year, with symptoms including 
hives, drowsiness and unsteady

If your logical thinking skills are 
intact, Google is betting you’re sober 
enough to understand the repercus- 
sions of your e-mail. If you can’t mul- 
tiply two times five, you’ll probably 
thank Google in the morning. 

You can also set up Mail Gog- 
gles to protect you from yourself 
at other vulnerable times — before 
your morning coffee, for example, or 
right after “Grey’s Anatomy.”

D.C. s child welfare 
agency to reduce case 
backlog by years end 

A court agreement signed by the 
District’s child welfare agency will 
help continue reforms and rebuild 
the damage suffered in one of the 
agency’s most tumultuous years yet, 
city officials said Tuesday. 

Mayor Adrian M. Fenty said 
the agreement “reflects hard work 
and constructive effort by both the 
District and Children’s Rights Inc.,” 
a national advocacy group that 
brought a motion of contempt last 
summer against Fenty, a Democrat, 
and the city’s Child and Family 
Services Agency.

children is extremely important, 
and my administration is com- 
mitted to stabilizing the child 
welfare agency and hastening 
reform efforts,” Fenty said, adding 
that the agreement “will allow us 
to further advance our efforts to 


strengthen the Child and Family 
Services Agency.” Fenty formally 
announced the agreement, which 
was signed Monday, during a news 
conference Tuesday. 

According to the agreement, the 
Child and Family Services Agency 
must reduce its swelling backlog 
of investigations open longer than 
30 days, move dozens of children 
toward adoption and find replace- 
ments for this year’s exodus of 
social workers. 

By Oct. 15, the agency also 
must hire the Public Catalyst 
Group, the consultants credited 
with reforming the New Jersey 
child welfare system, under the 
stipulation order signed by U.S. 
District Judge Thomas F. Hogan.

The Paris Motor Show

CHARGED I Either Renault Execu- 
tive Vice Chairman Patrick Pelata 
had too much champagne, or he 
knows something we don’t. 

At the Paris Motor Show on 
Thursday, Pelata announced that 
the French carmaker would build 
a pure electric version of the Flu- 
ence, a mid-size sedan, and sell as 
many as 40,000 in 2011. “But we 
could double that,” in the follow- 
ing year, Pelata said. 

Such sales volumes could make 
Renault the world’s largest producer 
of electric road vehicles — far out- 
pacing, for instance, the produc- 
tion numbers proposed for General 
Motors Corp.’s much-vaunted Volt, 
due out in 2010. GM is planning to 
make 10,000 a year to start. 


Against a backdrop of general- 
ly gloomy sales forecasts and belt- 
tightening, a chorus of optimism 
rose from automakers at the Paris 
show as the technical hurdles of 


hybrids, plug-ins and electric vehicle 
development — primarily involving 
the cost and capacity of advanced- 
chemistry batteries — are gradu- 
ally being overcome. 



“Two years ago, nobody said 
an electric vehicle was even pos- 
sible,” said Pitt Moos, marketing 
manager for Smart USA. “Today 
everybody is saying, ‘We’re going 
to make one.’” 

At the show. Smart announced 
plans to build all-electric vehicles 
for Europe by the end of the decade. 
But it hasn’t said what its intentions 
are for the U.S. market. 

“The challenge has always been 
the battery,” Moos said. Compact, 


energy-dense lithium chemistry bat- 
teries for automotive applications 
are expensive and can be hazard- 
ous. “We have just in the past cou- 
ple of months become comfortable 
about a method of making lithium 
batteries for cars,” Moos said. “Now 
some people are starting to quote 
[Barack] Obama: Yes, we can.” 

Both Mercedes-Benz and BMW 
unveiled full-size luxury hybrid pro- 
duction models with lithium bat- 
teries: the S400 BlueHybrid and 
the 7-Series hybrid, respectively. 
Mercedes-Benz Chairman Dieter 
Zetsche said the S400 — powered 
by a 275 -horsepower, 3. 5 -liter V- 6 
and a 15 -kilowatt electric motor 
and a lithium-battery pack — will 
be the world’s most economical lux- 
ury car with a gasoline engine. The 
car will be able to accelerate from 
0 to 62 mph in 7.2 seconds and get 
about 29 miles per gallon. 

“This is just the beginning,” 
Zetsche said. “With this technol- 
ogy, we can hybridize all of our 
models in rapid succession. This 
car proves Mercedes will be able 
to downsize its emissions with- 
out downsizing its products.”

Is there any move afoot in the 
industry to reintroduce station 
wagons as more fuel-efficient 
alternatives to CUVs and SUVs?

There is no need 
for a special EPA sign-off on a 
U.S. -bound Mini any more than 
there is need for a special EPA sig- 
nature for the importation of BMW, 
Mercedes-Benz or Toyota models 
coming to the United States.

Dempsey, Donovan, 
Howard as finalists 

SOCCER I Clint Dempsey, Landon 
Donovan and Tim Howard have 
been named finalists for the Honda 
Player of the Year award, given to a 
U.S. national team member. 

Dempsey, who won in 2006, has 
scored four goals during this year’s 
World Cup qualifying matches. The 
25-year-old midfielder has played 
for Fulham of the English Premier 
League since 2006, making 36 
appearances and scoring six goals 
in the last season. 

Donovan, the only four-time 
player of the year winner, has tied 
Kasey Keller as a six-time finalist. 
Donovan became the all-time best 
goal scorer for the national team 
earlier this year with his 35th goal 
against Sweden.

Lawsuit threatens 
to delay next season 
of design competition 

CLAWS I Wednesday’s “Project Run- 
way” begins the drawn-out reveal of 
who will be the next winner of the 
popular fashion design competition: 
Jerell, Kenley, Korto or Leanne. 

But the more pressing question 
hanging over the show is this: After 


“Runway’s” fifth season concludes 
Oct. 15 on Bravo, how long will view- 
ers have to wait for its return? 

The future of the reality show is 
in limbo, the subject of a bitter law- 
suit between Bravo’s parent compa- 
ny, NBC Universal, and the show’s 
producer, the Weinstein Co. 

“I think they’re going to be sad if 
they have to wait,” host and execu- 
tive producer Heidi Klum said of the 
program’s fans. “And, of course, we 


will be sad, too. But we’re all sitting 
in the same boat.” 

Executive producer Harvey 
Weinstein was planning to show the 
next season of “Project Runway” on 
Lifetime Television, which struck a 
lucrative deal for the rights to the 
program. But NBC Universal sued, 
claiming the Weinstein Co. breached 
its contract by shopping the show to 
another network. Two weeks ago, 
a New York state Supreme Court 


judge granted its request for a pre- 
liminary injunction to stop Life- 
time from airing or promoting the 
show or its new spinoff, “Models of 
the Runway.” 

While the parties haggle, pro- 
duction is nearly complete on the 
sixth season, set in Los Angeles 
instead of New York, with guest 
judges such as Lindsay Lohan and 
Eva Longoria. 

Barring a settlement agreement, 
it appears unlikely “Runway” will be 
back on the air in January in time for 
a finale at New York Fashion Week 
in February, as Lifetime had hoped. 
That means it would be delayed until 
at least late summer so the finalists 
could show their collections at fash- 
ion week in September. (In a state- 
ment, the network said it’s confident 
the series will eventually land on its 
schedule, adding that, “regardless of 
the legal outcome. Lifetime is well- 
positioned for growth.”) 

If NBC prevails, the situation 
is more complicated. It’s not likely 
the show will return to Bravo, the 
network on which it became a hit. 
As Judge Richard B. Lowe noted 
in his Sept. 26 ruling, Weinstein 
has “a particular dislike” for Lau- 
ren Zalaznick, the NBC Universal 
executive who oversees Bravo. Before 
their negotiations ended, NBC Uni- 
versal and Weinstein were discuss- 
ing airing “Runway” on a different 
network, perhaps even as part of 
NBC’s prime-time schedule. 

The bottom line: Until the suit 
is resolved, the upcoming two epi- 
sodes may be the last that “Runway” 
aficionados will see for a while.

Dylans Tunes Are A-Changin’ 


Two-disc set spans 
20 years of Bob’s 
overlooked songs 


LISTEN UP I There had never been 
anything quite like Bob Dylan in the 
1960s, and there’s nothing quite like 
him today. Now, at 67, he’s a walking 
history book of the United States, 
keeping alive stories and musical 
styles that might otherwise be for- 
gotten. His work has grace and maj- 
esty, and the breadth of his late-ca- 


reer resurgence is better illustrated 
in this collection than on any of his 
individual albums. 

“Tell Tale Signs” is a two-disc set 
spanning form 1989 to 2006, part of 
the ongoing official “bootleg” series 
of alternate takes, unreleased tracks, 
random live recordings and over- 
looked material. 

Songs are never quite done with 
Dylan. They’re living organisms, sub- 
ject to rewriting and recasting. 

Some of the alternate takes sound 
better than the versions already

known, like “Most of the Time” 
freed from the shackles of a con- 
fining producer. Some aren’t: The 
rockabilly version doesn’t dignify 
“Dignity.” All are fascinating peeks 
at creativity in progress. 

Dylan also leaves you shaking 
your head at songs somehow left on 
the cutting room floor, like the gor- 
geous “Red River Shore” or adven- 
turous “Dreamin’ of You.” For Bob 
Dylan, these are outtakes. Most 
musicians would call them their

BREAKOUT I Outside of Destiny’s 
Child, Michelle Williams is best 
known for gospel tunes, but she 
takes on a new sound with her third 
solo CD, “Unexpected.” 

The 28-year-old topped the gos- 
pel charts with her solo debut, 2002’s 
“Heart to Yours,” and saw similar 
success with 2004’s “Do You Know.” 
But with “Unexpected,” Williams 
successfully breaks out of her com- 
fort zone, singing mainly European- 
pop flavored dance jams. 

Solange Knowles co-writes the 
fun single “We Break the Dawn” 
and on “Till the End of the World,” 
Williams yearns, “Would you be my 
lover, forgetting all others/Even till 
the end of the world?” 

The disco-flavored “Hello Heart- 
break” starts off nicely, but when a 
voice chimes in with the corny phrase 
“it’s time for the percolator” three 
minutes into the song, it’s time to 
press the skip button. Williams also 
falls short on “Private Party” and the 
out-of-tune “Hungover.” 

But she brings back the momen- 
tum by slowing things down with 
mid-tempo jams like “Thank U” 
and “The Greatest,” a beautiful love

Dramatic Drive 


In ‘Express,’ director 
Gary Fleder touches 
down on integration 

H I S T 0 R I C I It’s been almost 50 years 
since Ernie Davis played football 
for Syracuse University. 

Davis was one of the most 
respected college players of his 
time, and the first black man to 
win the Heisman Trophy. The bare 
facts of his life fit easily, perhaps 
a bit too easily, into the formula 
for film biographies about ath- 
letes. Finding a way to make sense 
of his accomplishments during a 
period full of racial conflict was 


the first task facing Gary Fleder, 
director of Universal Pictures’ Fri- 
day release, “The Express.” 

In fact, Fleder at first wasn’t sure 
what approach to take to Davis’ life. 
When John Davis, producer of films 
such as “I, Robot” and “Eragon,” sent 
Fleder a script, “I didn’t think it had 
enough drive and drama. It wasn’t 
a compelling enough story.” 

It wasn’t until Fleder read a 1989 
Sports Illustrated article describ- 
ing the cultural context of football 
at Syracuse in the 1950s that the 
project began to make sense. 

“Here’s the truth — I’m not a 
sports nut,” Fleder admits some- 
what sheepishly. “My process when 


I do a film is to find an emotion- 
al hook for myself. That becomes 
the engine for the piece. I have to 
give a lot of credit to John Davis, 
because I originally passed on the 
script several times. But after read- 
ing the Sports Illustrated piece, I 
met with Jim Brown, who recruited 
Ernie to Syracuse. Jim’s a guy with 
a lot of strong opinions, someone 
who felt punished in a way at Syr- 
acuse for some racial things that 
had occurred earlier. 

“He said, ‘Look, being called 
names, I didn’t care, I could just 
dismiss those people as idiots. 
What really broke my heart, I 
was playing with the Cleveland

made of faux monkey fur, is rooted 
in social decay. 

Goth fashion can probably be 
traced to the 18th century, when 
Fuseli painted “The Nightmare,” 
says Steele. It depicted a look of 
“gothic” that would eventually move 
the bar of what gothic was perceived 
to be: Instead of the medieval asso- 





Coco Chanel once said that fashion 
has to die to live. 

She was talking figuratively 
about the idea of seasonal renew- 
al, killing off old styles so that new 
ones can emerge and grow. How- 
ever, a new exhibit called “Gothic: 
Dark Glamour” at the Museum at 
the Fashion Institute of Technolo- 
gy in New York takes a more literal 
look at how the theme of death has 
been carried through clothes over 
many years. 

Other than the obvious black — 
fashion’s favorite color — designers 
have repeatedly turned to symbols 
of the dark side, ranging from the 
distortion of the body to dark veils 
and the skull-and- 
crossbone motif. 

“There is a dark 
romanticism to the look 
of goth, which gives it 
a broader appeal than 
those who would identi- 
fy themselves as goths,” 
says Valerie Steele, chief curator 
at the museum. “And why does it 
appeal to so many different people? 
Because this is different from the 
banality of everyday life.” 

Steele has assembled scores of 
outfits, manyby Jean-Paul Gault- 
ier, John Galliano, Ricardo Tischi 
and Rick Owens — who was a goth 
at one point — among others into a 
dramatic display that emphasizes 
haunted labyrinths, ruined cas- 
tles and cemeteries. She has put 
accessories, such as bat-themed 
brooches and death masks, in a 
cabinet of curiosities. Provocative 
goth-fashion photos by Sean Ellis 
line the walls. 

One is easily reminded that 
decadence, epitomized by Theirry 
Mugler’s high-neck opera ensemble

centrated on grotesque, mysterious 
and deadly themes. 

Some styles can be particular- 
ly perverse. The goth mourning 
clothes of the 19th century further 
exaggerated to the point of absur- 
dity the bustle women of the day 
were wearing, and, fast-forward to 
2007, metal hardware was added to 
couture gowns by young London- 
based designer Kei Kagamato show 
what could happen in a high-tech 
laboratory gone awry. 

Remember, though, that this 
is fashion, which largely exists to 
draw a response from passers-by. 
Steele compares the gothic look to 
the car accident you can’t ignore 
as you whiz by or scary movie you 
can’t look away from. 

“Goth style is so theatrical and 
over the top,” says Steele. “Design- 
ers are playing with fear. How 
scared are you really when you’re 
watching a horror film? You know 
the girl should never go into the 
basement, but she always does, 
and you’re always watching her.”

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“On a very busy Friday 
night, I took home $130,” he 
says. “It should have been $300 or 
more a shift.” Through Professional, 
he soon had two more interviews 
and won both part-time jobs — at 
the Holiday Inn Gaithersburg’s 
banquet division and at Bethesda 
Country Club. 

The former entrepreneur now 
wears a white tuxedo shirt and black 
bow tie at the first job and a suit 
or gray dress shirt, black vest and 
striped tie at the second. Whereas 
designing banners, online ads and 
marketing packages, even for major 
public events, is “a one-on-one, one- 
on-two field,” in bartending, “you 
can have 40 to 50 customers all 
wanting to get happy at once. And 
everyone likes to hang out and talk 
to the bartender.” 

The country club job has become 
full time with a promotion to bar 
manager; Hollingsworth now hires 
and trains for the private club’s two 
bars. The biggest reason to take the 
promotion was to set his own hours, 
he says. Employees can play for 
free on Mondays on the club’s golf 
course, a former LPGA site that’s 
“very challenging. I’ve looked at it 
lustily but didn’t want to play yet 
without practice.”

Meanwhile, he’s enjoyed intro- 
ducing members to drinks more 
exotic than the traditional Tom 
Collins or gin and tonic; one day, 
his dramatic presentation brought 
a toast and a $30 tip. 

Other eyebrow-raisers have 
included come-ons from members 
(“don’t pursue; don’t respond”), the 


inability to have friends drop in 
(“no one I know can see me put on 
a show”) and having to learn skills 
not taught at Professional, such as 
wine service (“I had to ask a cus- 
tomer ... and pick up a few tips from 
TV chef shows”). 

Just as in his youth, Holling- 
sworth is still living at warp speed. 
In school, when required to fix 
12 drinks in seven minutes and 
make only three mistakes, he did 
it in 5:59 with no mistakes. These 
days, he works two jobs and free- 
lances on the side. “I have the bags 
under my eyes to prove it,” he jokes, 
“but that’s what sunglasses are for.”

own company at 21, attended college 
but didn’t finish, went into debt but 
climbed out, got divorced, sold his 
company and moved east.

First he went to Rockville — his 
brother lives near White Flint Mall 
— and considered his options. 

“Around 33, 1 realized I didn’t 
want to do that the rest of my life,” 
he says, referring to the business 
he’d been in for two decades. “If you 
don’t count sleep, your job is what 
you do most — and you want that 
to be something you like.” 

What did Hollingsworth like? 
He’d always enjoyed being a home 
bartender, giving parties. A friend’s 
suggestion led to an Internet search, 
which turned up the Professional 
Bartending School near Arlington’s 
Court House Metro station. 

In its 40 years, the Professional 
Bartending School (2440 Wilson 
Blvd., Arlington; 703-841-9700; 
Bartending-school.com) has trained 
tens of thousands of people, says 
manager Dave Oremland. Its 
40-hour course is flexible: Though 
most students finish in two weeks, 
some pack in two classes a day for a 
week — or five Saturdays — or eve- 
nings from 6 to 10. 


Professional’s $595 fee is high- 
er than most, but Oremland cites 
value: It includes materials, 100 to 
200 drink recipes, alcohol-manage- 
ment certification, tax and unlim- 
ited job -placement assistance. “A 
lot of our graduates are owners and 
managers now, and many contact 
us about openings,” he says. “Plus, 
you can come back anytime for 
practice, a free refresher or 
even take the whole course 
over again.” 

Bartending is a 
popular path — jobs 
can be full time, part 
time, transitional or 
supplementary. The mar- 
ket has grown for decades, 
Oremland says, and “beer never 
suffers in recessions.” Pay is good, 
too: Though it’s hard to pin down tip 
income, he says, “a slow night might 
be $10 to $50 on top of your sala- 
ry; a good one can be $200, $700, 
$900-plus — but that’s rare.” 

As varied as the pay is the work 
environment — from upper- crust 
lounges to wild clubs, from restau- 
rants to hotels. Plus, Oremland 
says, Washington is one of the 
country’s top catering markets 

— everything from reunions and 
weddings to galas to FedEx Field 
luxury boxes. One Professional 
grad stationed there was excited 
recently to meet his idols Sonny 
Jurgensen, Sam Huff and John 
Madden. 

Hollingsworth sums it up: “It 
takes two weeks to acquire a skill 
you can use forever. If you’re out- 
going, friendly and have a genuine 
smile, conversational skills and 
openness to a variety of people, 
take a look at bar school.” 

He finished last April and start- 
ed immediately at a struggling new 
bar in a dicey neighborhood. After 
a month, he jumped to ESPN Zone

You can 
read about it in “A Short History of 
Nearly Everything,” Bryson’s book 
on the natural sciences and what 
makes the planet tick. Rob Sorey, 
U.S. Patent and Trademark officer, 
was doing exactly that — reading 
the book — when he realized he 
didn’t know the first thing about 
planet Earth, either. 

The 2 8 -year-old Mt. Pleasant 
resident, a former accountant and 
Peace Corps worker, found himself 
discovering the National Zoo, vol- 
unteering in the Small Mammal 
House on weekends and using the 
experience not just to teach visitors 
about golden lion tamarins but to 
learn more himself.

Then he found the classes. 

“They’re one of Washington’s 
best-kept secrets,” says Posie Beam, 
67, who’s been taking classes at the 
zoo for a few years. Indeed, only 
about 20 to 25 people take the nat- 
ural science classes offered about 
every quarter by the Friends of the 
National Zoo (FONZ). 


The FONZ 
classes act as 
a foot in the 
door for ani- 
mal lovers who 
want to make 
this a career. 


Sorey’s first class this spring was 
on coral reefs, taught by experts 
Mary Hagedorn and Mike Henley 
(the latter is a keeper in the inver- 
tebrates exhibit). Though most of 
the courses are lecture-style and 
held in classrooms, in the coral 
reef class, Sorey and his classmates 
participated in a hands-on session 
based on Hagedorn and Henley’s 
research in coral reproduction. 
“We got to frag coral — that’s short

for ‘fragment’ — and break it 
apart and start new coral.” He’s not 
quite grinning as he says it, but the 
“kid on Christmas Day” look is defi- 
nitely rising to the surface. 

And, yeah, it is pretty cool. Who 
but these students can say they spent 
a weekend afternoon tying animals 
to rocks? Seriously. “You cut them 
with scissors,” says Henley, 31, “and 
secure them with a piece of fishing 
line or rubber band to a rock.” 

Class topics vary widely, says 
Liz Dannes, education programs 
specialist with FONZ. “A lot of it 
is ... [based] around projects that 
are going on at the zoo current- 
ly.” So, Brian Gratwicke, head of 
the zoo’s amphibian conservation 
program, teaches a class on sala-

Students pay $75 for a three- 
session class (members, of course, 
pay less). Completing six courses 
— including one each in animal 
behavior, conservation and ecol- 
ogy — earns animal lovers a neat 
certificate, worth 2.7 continuing 
education credits at GMU, which 
can’t be put toward a degree but can 
add interest to a resume for folks 
pursuing animal-focused careers. 
Joanna Duong recently earned her 
certificate with class topics ranging 
from elephants to pandas to animal 
reproduction. “I’m tired of working

in an office,” she says. “I would rath- 
er work with animals, even if it’s in 
a doggie day care center.” Yet, she 
says, “I don’t have 10 years to go to 
veterinary school. But who knows? 
Maybe it [the certificate] will help 
me, with no other background in 
animal studies.” 

There are more benefits to ani- 
mal studies than a piece of paper. 
Besides learning about cheetahs and 
turtles. Beam says she’s learned “that 
scientists are really cool people. You 
can talk to one at a party and they’ll 
talk about their kids or a movie, and 
they seem really normal. But they’re 
not normal, because next week they 
could be tromping through some 
leech-infested jungle.” 

As for animal lovers who want to 
take the next step and turn a hobby 
into a career, the FONZ classes are 
a foot in the door at the zoo. And 
at least for Sorey, the zoo seems to 
be where his career trajectory is 
headed. “I haven’t yet decided [to 
become a keeper], but this is defi- 
nitely something I’m interested in.”

Company pairs teen 
tutors with struggling 
high school students 

When Ann Connelly telephoned a 
tutoring company she read about in 
the newspaper, she was surprised 
to find herself talking to a teenage 
boy in his dorm at NYU. 

Erik Kimel, 22, has spent the 


past five years building a tutoring 
service for families in suburban 
Washington while completing a col- 
lege education in New York. 

Private tutoring is big business 
in the Washington suburbs. And 
now it is a full-time job for Kimel, 
who graduated last spring and can 
devote his full attention to Peer2Peer 
Tutors, the company he founded five 
years ago as a senior at Winston

Churchill High School in Potomac. 
Peer2Peer pairs mostly struggling 
students with older teens culled from 
the cream of Montgomery County 
high schools. 

“I thought the concept was bril- 
liant, and I told him that,” said 
Connelly, a North Potomac moth- 
er who hired Kimel’s tutors three 
years ago for her sons. 

In the past academic year, 
Peer2Peer employed 130 tutors 
and served 176 students, at rates 
of $35 to $45 an hour. Kimel says 
gross revenues were in the low six 
figures. The firm was inducted into 
the Montgomery County Business 
Incubator Network during the sum- 
mer, which meant board meetings 
could move from Starbucks into a 
proper office in Rockville. 

Kimel says the idea came to him 
in first-period Advanced Placement

calculus class at Churchill. The 
class roster read like that of a math- 
ematical all-star team, but other 
kids at Churchill were struggling 

— especially in math, but also in 
science, foreign languages and, 
sometimes, such basic organiza- 
tional skills as the timely comple- 
tion of homework. 

He placed a $50 ad in a local 
weekly paper: “Students learn best 
from other students. Any subject. 
Any grade. Call Erik.” 

Three students replied, and 
Peer2Peer was born. 

Kimel’s tutors must have a 3.7 
unweighted GPA or fluency in a for- 
eign language. Many go on to Ivy 
League schools. The tutors are inti- 
mately familiar with the rigorous 
Montgomery County curriculum. 

“I was having a hard time. I’m 
embarrassed to say, keeping up with 
some of the math,” Connelly said, 
adding that her sons did not “want 
to be working with Mom.” 

Kimel eventually hired Connelly 
as his first “adult” employee, a 
Management Operational Mentor 

— MOM, for short. Although the 
teenage tutors related beautifully to 
their young clients, Kimel felt that 
the company needed older voices to 
speak to the adults who were pay- 
ing the bills. 

Much of Peer2Peer’s business is 
traditional catch-up work for stu- 
dents who have fallen behind the 
brisk pace of instruction. Some of 
it is “get-ahead” tutoring, largely a 
phenomenon of the past 10 years, in 
which parents hire help for capable 
students aiming to move into accel- 
erated math classes or keep up with 
a heavy load of honors courses. 

Kimel started with a group of 
tutors recruited from his Churchill 
calculus class, fielding tutoring 


calls during breaks in basketball 
practice. By the end of his senior 
year, the service had grown to 40 
clients and 20 tutors. He wrote a 
business plan at NYU and eventu- 
ally was given office space at the 
university’s business school. 

Kimel’s dorm room was filled with 
Peter Drucker management books, 
along with the customary Grateful 
Dead posters. He goes to Bikram yoga 
classes several times a week and is sel- 
dom without his BlackBerry.

His tutors earn double the mini- 
mum wage, or about $13 an hour. 
They are top students at some of 
the best high schools in the region. 
They’re also proficient in text-mes- 
saging, Facebook and tween musical 
sensation the Jonas Brothers. 

“I’m sure they’ve had conversations 
I know nothing about,” said Tomye 
Spears, referring to her daughter 
Samantha, 14, and Samantha’s tutor, 
Danielle Reinhardt, 17, a senior at 
Churchill. 

The Spears family relocated to 
Montgomery County four years 
ago from upstate New York. “We 
knew we were moving into a highly 
competitive academic area,” Tomye 
Spears said, “and we wanted to 
make sure both kids were up to

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For wine expert 
Andy Myers, 
grapes and hard 
rock pair nicely 

Andy Myers approaches a table of 
four on a busy Saturday night at 
CityZen, the four-star restaurant 
in Washington’s stylish Mandarin 
Oriental Hotel. 

“How may I be of service with 
your wine list?” the 36-year-old 
sommelier asks the two couples, 
who look to be about his age. 

“We have a cheese course next,” 
one of the men says, “and want a 
wine to go with it. Maybe some- 
thing a little bit jammy.” 

This is an easy one for Myers. 
“The Primitivo is a great way to go,” 
he says, pointing out a $12-by-the- 
glass Quota 29 Primitivo. “It’s one of 


the parent grapes of zinfandel, with 
blueberries and blackberries — like 
zin but with lower alcohol.” 

The man nods at Myers, who 
is a picture of professionalism in a 
classy navy pinstripe suit, glasses, 
and a salt-and-pepper goatee. He 
has a black cloth draped smooth- 
ly across his forearm. You’d have 
to look closely to notice the silver 
skull cufflinks — an anniversary 
gift from his wife, Erin — and the 
edges of the tattoos on his wrists. 
His body art extends from his knees 
to his elbows, depicting, among 
other things, a demon head. Captain 
America and, on his rear, a blow- 
ing wind. 

Myers is probably the only som- 
melier in Washington with such 
an ink spread, not to mention a 
lifelong passion for heavy-metal 
music. Under his suit, he’s wear- 
ing a black T-shirt printed with the 


name of a band called Goat Whore, 
which he describes as an “extreme- 
ly heavy death-metal band” with a 
penchant for satanic lyrics. “I love 
them,” he says.

As unlikely as it may seem, 
Myers also boasts an encyclopedic 
knowledge about and utter rever- 
ence for wine. He oversees the vast 
wine list at CityZen, where the six- 
course tasting menu runs $110 per 
person. He acquired the restaurant’s 
most expensive bottle of wine last 
month: a 2005 Domaine Romanee- 


Conti. Myers acknowledges such a 
wine should probably age 20 more 
years “if I had my druthers.” But, 
he adds, “it’s of incredible scarci- 
ty. People will get this just to have 
the experience of drinking it.” The 
$6,400 bottle of wine sold with- 
in a week. The next most expen- 
sive wine, when it’s available, is a 
$2,600 1994 Chateau Petrus that 
Myers says sells out fast because 
“it’s freakishly good.” 

Myers is one of just a handful of 
wine experts in the Washington area 
who are even close to becoming certi- 
fied as master sommeliers — a rari- 
fied status bestowed by the London- 
based Court of Master Sommeliers 
after years of study and a series of 
grueling exams. He’s living proof that 
someone who adores a band called 
Pig Destroyer and whose favorite 
adjective is “awesome” can reliably 
detect notes of sage and black pep- 


per in a pinot noir. 

Ten years ago, Andy Myers had 
tasted, by his count, maybe 12 wines 
in his life. He was raised in Olney by 
parents who had wine on the table 
— always German Riesling — only 
on Christmas and Thanksgiving. 
“My folks are from West Virginia,

the first generation to go to college,” 
Myers explains. “My mom was a 
great cook, but fancy for us was, 
like, Hawaiian chicken.” 

Doug Wandell, Myers’s best 
friend since the age of 7, describes 
their youth as “utterly mundane.” In 
reaction to their suburban ennui, 
they embraced hard rock around 
fifth grade, when Def Leppard’s 
“Pyromania” was released. “That 
was the record that totally changed 
my life,” Myers says. “It was our best 
chance for rebellion ever.” Wandell 
calls the album “a gateway drug.” 

They listened to Ozzy Osbourne, 
AC/DC and Myers’s most-beloved. 
Iron Maiden. He was 12 when he 
was allowed to see the band at 
Merriweather Post Pavilion with 
his older sister, Amy. It was his first 
show and “still one of the best con- 
certs I’ve ever seen,” he says. “It was 
just a perfect night.” 

Myers went to Georgetown Prep 
in Bethesda for most of high school, 
where he was one of the few kids into 
metal and punk rock. He wore Doc 
Martens and had a pierced ear he 
had to cover with a Band-Aid. Since 
hair wasn’t allowed to grow past the 
collar, he kept it long in front, he says, 
“like Duckie from ‘Pretty in Pink.’” 
He adds, happily, “It’s great to have 
rules, so you can break them.” 

Myers’ parents bought him a 
drum set for his 15th birthday, just 
as Wandell got his first guitar, and 
the two took over the Myers’ base- 
ment with their equipment and ver- 
sion of decor: concert posters and 
barbed wire. He looks back at him- 
self as “this disaffected pissed-off 
little suburban kid,” disdainful of 
the conventional and picked on by 
the jocks “because we liked Motley 
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Crue and drew pentagrams on our 
notebooks.” 

He didn’t discover his second 
passion — wine — until he was 25. 
It was 1997, and he was ready for 
some kind of epiphany. 

As he tells it, he’d grown tired of 
dead-end jobs waiting tables, man- 
aging a comic book shop in Olney 
and working as a bouncer at the 
9:30 Club. He had no college degree 
and was also going nowhere musi- 
cally, playing drums with My Life 
in Rain, a punk-rock band started 
by a friend from Georgetown Prep. 
They put out a few records that 
Myers says “nobody bought,” and 
they toured, enduring one- or two- 
week adventures that he describes 
as “playing in basements and crappy 
bars, playing to 12 people who wish 
you’d shut up.” They slept in their 
van or on friends’ floors, sometimes 
getting paid in beer. 

He spotted a help-wanted post- 
ing for servers at the top-rated Inn 
at Little Washington in Washington, 
Va., about 70 miles west of the 
District. He stayed overnight for 
an interview and a tryout, and got 
the job even though, in his mind, 
“it was so out of my league.” 

Then, about three months in, he 
took a sip of a 1993 Albert Morot 
Beaune ler Cm Cent-Vignes. It blew 
his mind, he says, as he was stmckby 
“something poignant and significant 
that was happening in this glass.” 
The next day, he asked the inn’s som- 
melier if he could apprentice in the 
cellar. He started showing up three 
hours early, unpaid, to help receive 
wine deliveries, and stock and clean 
the cellar. The more he learned about 
wine, the harder he fell. He often talks 
about wine as though the grapes are 
alive in the bottle, with mood and 
personality. 

“To some degree, they almost 
talk to me,” he explains. “I’ll taste a 
wine sometimes and bring it to the 


guest and say, ‘Oh, the wine’s in a 
good mood today; it’s showing really 
nicely.’ And I mean that. They are 
living, breathing things to me.” 

Eventually, he gained enough 
knowledge at the inn to do wine ser- 
vice for the restaurant’s high-roll- 
ing guests. He accumulated more 
expertise during a five-year stint 
at Restaurant Nora in Northwest 
Washington. But he didn’t acquire 
the formal title of sommelier until 
he was hired by CityZen almost two 
years ago. Myers calls it “the coolest 
gig I’ve ever had in my life.” 


He took a 
sip of a 1993 
Albert Morot 
Beaune ler Cru 
Cent-Vignes.

It’s a typical Saturday afternoon 
before evening rush, and, as usual, 
Myers has walked the 45 minutes 
from his house to CityZen because, 
he says, driving scares him. “I don’t 
trust other people.” 

Myers’s office is a windowless 
little box, arrived at by winding 
through the hotel’s banquet kitch- 
ens, down a locker-lined hall. A desk 
and computer are surrounded by 
boxes of wines perched on shelves 
and in piles on the floor. Behind 
his chair are a series of suits, shirts 
and ties hung on a metal rack. (He 
usually walks to work in casual 
clothes and changes as soon as he 
gets there.) Next to the suits is a 
black Slayer poster, a gift from the 
restaurant’s assistant sommelier, 
Carlton McCoy. 

Myers calls a woman who’s com-

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ing in with a party of eight. She 
wants to arrange the wines before- 
hand, to complement a dinner of 
soft-shell crab tempura, steamed 
sablefish with artichoke tea, and 
herbed roasted spring Iamb, fol- 
lowed by a cheese course. She tells 
him she’d like bottles for the table 
instead of pairings with each course, 
and she says the group wants “some- 
thing a little obviously different but, 
um, with fruit but dry.” 

One more thing, she adds, “No 
more than 50” dollars a bottle. 

“I got you covered,” Myers says, 
with a laugh. 

The customer settles on a 2005 
Sella & Mosca Cannonau from 
Sardinia and a 2005 Rayon Cave 
du Vin Blanc from Italy with a juicy 
flavor that Myers says is evocative 
of cherry Pixy Stix. Both are $40, 
a price that prompts her to say 
appreciatively, “You’re my kind of 
guy, Andy.” 

Plenty of CityZen’s customers 
make a point of consulting Myers 
every time they come into the res- 
taurant. 

“We love him,” says Suzette Lietz, 
38. She and her husband, David, 
41, both lawyers from Northwest 
Washington, dine at CityZen every 
three or four months and are nuts 
about wine. One night, they finished 


off a $725 bottle of 1989 Chateau 
Angelus, which Myers had suggest- 
ed by describing its taste as having 
hints of bologna and papadum. 

“I love that he said that!” says 
Lietz, who doesn’t encounter many 
sommeliers who compare wine to 
lunch meat.

After working for so many years 
in high-end restaurants, Myers isn’t 
fazed by the rich or the famous. He’s 
served, among others. Bill Clinton, 
Jimmy Carter, Matt Damon, Robert 
Redford and Robert DeNiro. He 
says he’s only been flustered once, 
when he was doing a wine pair- 
ing for Kiss guitarist Paul Stanley. 
Mid-meal, Myers found himself 
blurting, “Dude, ‘Destroyer’ was 
the first album I ever bought. You 
are so cool,” he recalls. “I stopped, 
straightened my tie and said, ‘I’m 
sorry; I just had to do that.’” 

“That’s OK,” he says Stanley 
replied. “It was a pretty great 
album.” 

Myers’ family and friends deny 


that he has acquired any snobbish- 
ness as a result of his job. When 
someone claims to be baffled by 
wine lists, Myers says cheerfully, 
“Don’t worry. What’s the point of me, 
if everyone knew about wine?” 

Nonetheless, he says he did find 
it “sort of terrifying” when a guest 
professed a fondness for Turning 
Leaf, an inexpensive, California- 
produced wine that would never 
make the list at CityZen. And don’t 
even get him started on the folks 
who call him a “somalia.” 

He’ll show respect even to the 
“Somalia” types but wants it in 
return. “I’m here to serve, but I’m 
not a servant,” he says, revealing 
a prickly side. “That’s where I get 
real bitchy.” 

Oh, and, yes, he does sometimes 
get buzzed on the job. He needs to 
taste every bottle he opens to make 
sure the wine isn’t corked or tainted 
in anyway, and it’s often 40 bottles 
a night. But he seems to handle this 
occupational hazard with poise. 

The restaurant’s utilitarian-look- 
ing cellar holds a few thousand bot- 
tles in a 60-degree outer room and 
the 42-degree champagne room. 
Myers points to different shelves, 
stocked with row upon row of bot- 
tles that he’s lovingly organized. 
“These are white burgundies, red 
burgundies ... mmm, red burgun- 
dies,” he adds, like Homer Simpson 
dreaming of doughnuts. 
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On a rainy Thursday night, Myers 
ducks into his office to change out 
of his suit and into a pair of baggy 
camouflage shorts and a black zip- 
pered hoodie. His boss has given 
him permission to leave work 
early to catch a performance by 
the Sword, an Austin-based metal 
band Myers praises as “super old- 
school.” 

He and David Lestock, CityZen’s 
25-year-old maitre d’, take a cab 
over to the Rock and Roll Hotel 
in Northeast Washington, where 
they are joined by Erin and Andy’s 
old friend Doug Wandell. The club 
is packed with a crowd of most- 
ly male headbangers in their 20s 
and 30s. 

The opening act, Torche, has fin- 
ished up, and the singer from the 
Sword starts in at a floor-shaking 
decibel level, with the band mem- 


bers swinging their long hair as 
they rock. Myers, whose custom- 
ers might not recognize him at this 
moment, nods his head to the music 
like the rest of the guys in the crowd. 
Occasionally, Myers makes a heavy- 
metal devil-horns gesture with his 
hand, revealing a swirl of tattooed 
color covering his upper arm. 

Tonight, Erin Myers is wearing 
a tiny nose stud, jeans and a black 
tank top that exposes fully tattooed 
arms. She’s got clusters of grapes 
and a glamorous Medusa on the left 
arm, and an ampersand on her left 
wrist (she calls her husband “And”), 
while the right arm has stars with 
faces and paper airplanes. Erin 
often comes to metal shows with 
Andy Myers and says it’s no lon- 
ger just to be a good sport. Over 
the years, she has come to appre- 
ciate the musical talent of some of 


these groups. 

Myers is in a different league.

fanwise. He looks ecstatic when 
the band shifts into Led Zeppelin’s 
“Bring It on Home” in the middle 
of another song. “Awesome!” he 
shouts. 

At 10 a.m. on a Monday, several 
members of Washington’s wine 


elite are at John Wabeck’s clut- 
tered little apartment on l6th Street 
NW. Wabeck, 40, the chef at New 
Heights in Northwest Washington, 
is in shorts and plaid slippers. He 
is hosting Kathryn Morgan, 39, a 
former sommelier at 2941 in Falls 
Church, who now sells wine whole- 
sale for an import company; Chantal 
Tseng, 29, the Tabard Inn’s cocktail 
guru; and Myers. 

They’ll now begin a blind wine 
tasting, which is designed to help 
Wabeck, Myers and Morgan prepare 
for their master sommelier exams 
(Tseng is working toward the lower 
advanced level). Held annually in 
London and California by the Court 
of Master Sommeliers, the exams 
are an Olympic test of a wine geek’s 
mettle with a notoriously brutal 
10 percent pass rate. Those who do 
pass receive a master sommelier 


diploma and the title master som- 
melier (M.S.). Right now, there are 
158 professionals in the world who 
can claim an M.S. status; 87 of those 
are in North America. 

Myers admits that “outside of a 
very small clique of people, no one 
will really care” whether he makes 
master or not. “The motivation is 
entirely internal; I want to earn 
something that is so hard to obtain 
that fewer than 200 people have 
ever accomplished it.” 

He’ll take his first shot in February 
2010 and fully expects it to be pain- 
ful, based on his experience passing 
the first three levels of tests that pre- 
ceded it. He took the last one, which 
made him an advanced sommelier, in 
April in Anaheim, Calif The culmi- 
nation of the almost weeklong exam 
involved a blind tasting like the one 
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he’s about to do at Wabeck’s table. 
He had 25 minutes to structurally 
analyze six wines, then declare the 
vintage, varietal, region and quality 
level of each. “I went four for six on 
that, which was good,” says Myers, 
who calls it “the scariest thing I’ve 
ever done in my life.” 

According to Erin Myers: “He 
studied so much that we had to go 
to the hospital. He pulled muscles 
in his neck. He’d sit up and study 
all day on our couch, then would 
carry this bag to the restaurant with 
huge wine encyclopedias, looking at 
flash cards while he walked.” The 
hospital gave him painkillers and 
told him to chill out. 

To get ready for the master 
exam, Myers has created a sched- 
ule for himself, estimating that 
he has 70 weeks’ worth of mate- 
rial to study and “only 80 weeks 
left to prepare.” He has stacks of 
flash cards and sometimes asks 
his wife to use them to quiz him. 
(Example: “Where exactly is the 
Yarra Valley?” “28 miles east of 
Melbourne, in the Port Phillip zone 
ofVictoria.”) 

Myers, Wabeck, Morgan and 
sometimes a few others get together 
every Monday morning to sharpen 
their wine identification skills. As 
this morning’s tasting begins, all 
four have six glasses in semicir- 
cles in front of them. Wabeck has 
selected them from the 35 or so 
classic wines, and the others must 
now attempt to identify them, first 
analyzing each by sight, nose and 
palate. Today, Morgan and Tseng 
write their answers, because it’s 
Myers’ turn to evaluate the wines 
aloud, as he’ll be required to do 
during the master exam. Wabeck 


tastes, too, with an elaborate grid 
in front of him to take notes on 
Myers’ responses, which they’ll all 
discuss afterward. 

Almost 20 minutes into it, Myers 
is still working on the fifth wine, a 
red that he swirls vigorously. He 
sniffs repeatedly to detect a whole 
grocery list of smells, including.

“cherry compote, cherry pie, red 
plums, a little prune, fresh roses, 
a little lavender, a little iron-rich 
soil, cinnamon.” Then he tastes “a 
little meatiness, it’s a little bloody.” 
After more swirls, sniffs, sips and 
spits into a plastic cup, he declares, 
slowly, “This is a 2001 Cabernet/ 
Merlot, France, Margaux.” 

When they finish, Wabeck goes 
through Myers’ responses to see 
how many of the six wines, if any, 
he’s named correctly. Even getting 
a few right is a challenge. Of the 
whites, he only gets the third cor- 
rect, a sauvignon blanc, though that 
one was a gimme. 

“If you sit at this table and smell 
this wine and don’t call it, you’ll get 
punched,” Myers says. 

“You will get beaten,” Wabeck 
agrees, as he strokes a big gray cat 
sitting next to him. 

Turns out, Myers also called 
the fifth wine close enough to be 
correct: It’s a ’98 Margaux. Myers 
shoots his arms into the air and tri- 
umphantly yells, “Sweet!” Christina

general knowledge. “Peopletalkabout 
everything,” she says. 

^ WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? The 

ability to translate words into signs is 
separate from interpreting conversa- 
tions. Likeany language, ASLcomes 
with its own culture and ways of com- 
municating. Leahy compares ittothe 
difference among regions. ‘‘It’s not 


exactly like going to aforeign coun- 
try,” she said, comparing the culture 
difference between spoken English 
and ASL, to the culture differences 
someone might see whentraveling 
between New York City and Georgia. 
‘‘Language is more of an artthan asci- 
ence,” she said. 

^ HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: The 

Registry of Interpreters for the Deaf 
requires its members to have at least 
an associate’s degree. Leahy became 
interested in interpreting after afriend 
asked her to step in as a substitute 
foraclass hetaughtforthe deaf ata 
community college in Utah. With only 
three semesters of ASL under her 
belt, Leahy was surprised the expe- 
rience wasn’t as difficult as she had 
anticipated. ‘‘I didn’t die,” she says. 
After taking classes at Gallaudet 
University, Leahy went on to work as a 
full-timefreelance interpreter begin- 
ning in 1992. There are two-year pro- 
grams at many community colleg- 
es, and in recent years, four-year and 
post-graduate programs have become 
more available at institutions such as 
Gallaudet. emily barton

An Englishman’s 
take on the MBA 
life at America’s 
loftiest ivory tower 

ENGLISH JOURNAL- 
IST Philip Delves 
Broughton walked 
away from his post 
as the Paris bureau 
chief for London’s 
Daily Telegraph 
to enroll in the 
hyper-competitive ivory tower 
that is Harvard Business School. 

While he claims in the prologue of 
“Ahead of the Curve: Two Years at 
Harvard Business School” that he 
went to HBS in part “to stop looking 
at the world around me as a source 
of potential stories ” the book is an 
extension of the journals he kept 
while an HBS student from 2004 
to 2006. Express contributor Amy 
Rogers Nazarov recently spoke to 
Delves Broughton, 26, about what 
he learned breathing that rari- 
fied Cambridge air and what, if 
anything, he now has in common 
with President Bush (HBS ’75) and 
Jeffrey Skilling (Enron; HBS ’79). 

AMY ROGERS NAZAROV 

Why did you quit your job in favor 
of becoming one of 900 in Harvard 
Business School’s class of 2006? 

I had stumbled into my career, 
though I love writing and journal- 
ism, and I’d always had a lingering 
interest in business. But what really 
pushed me was that I was 32 and 
thought, “If I am going to make 
this kind of change, I have to do it 
now, because the older you get, the 
harder it gets.” I started to think, 

“Do I want to spend the next 30 
years of my life waiting around to 
get employed by other people, or do 
I want to understand enough about 
business that I might figure out a 
way to do what I want and pay the 
bills and have some semblance of 
work/life balance?” 

Any other reasons? 

Everybody needs a bit of pressure 
to fundamentally decide what 
they know they should be doing. 

It’s very easy to come home from 


work, crack open a bottle of wine 
and say, “What I really want to do 
for a living is X.” HBS forced me to 
find out if I am using the precious 
commodity of time the way I really 
want to. No HBS graduate is wor- 
thy of sympathy or pity; each has a 
lot of choices. If you are privileged 
enough to have some choices in life, 
it can actually be harder to make 
the choices you want, once you get 
past the point of having a job merely 
to pay the bills. 

Since you graduated from HBS, 
what have you done, work-wise? 

I’ve done three jobs: I worked on the 
finance side for a film production 
company, and at the moment I am 
working with a friend from HBS for 
a children’s media company. And I 
wrote the book. It’s been a combina- 
tion of business and writing, which 


is sort of what I wanted. 

Some of your classmates talk 
about the uniquely American view 
of business espoused at HBS. What 
did your time there reveal to you 
about the U.S. and its citizens that 
you had not considered before? 

As a kid, I used to come to the 
States a lot, and I lived here from 
1998 to 2002, so I’m not as English 
as I sound. [Currently, Delves 
Broughton, his wife and their two 
young sons live in New York.] What 
you do learn about the U.S. is that 
here is this great democratic exper- 
iment, but there is also an elite in 
this country, an elite that doesn’t 
always behave in a fully demo- 
cratic manner. Many graduates of 
HBS go on to wield extraordinary 
power — and that’s not always in 
the spirit of this country. This conn

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try is so rich and so powerful, and 
also feels this need to be morally 
good. That battle is something the 
U.S. struggles with. 

Is there an “MBA personality”? 

Ten percent of people who come 
out of an MBA program are the 
elbow-throwers who can only speak 
in PowerPoint presentations. Fully 
90 percent of people who get an 
MBA are like me, just adding exper- 
tise to what they did before. Sit 
down with most classmates over 
a beer, and you can break through 
that MBA crust pretty fast. 

How did you reconcile the frat-boy 
shenanigans with the slogan on the 
HBS Web site — “We educate lead- 


ers who make a difference in the 
world” — and the school’s carefully 
cultivated highbrow image? 

Well, you have a bunch of people 
in their late 20s who suddenly get 
liberated from their jobs. Especially 
when they come from Wall Street, 
where, by comparison, [the work- 
load at HBS] is a breeze. The pres- 
sure of business conformity creates 
a kind of schizophrenia: People in 
business settings have to behave 
the right way, have to maintain 
and buff their image. They don’t 
talk like normal people, and they 
seem a bit fake and weird. If you 
spend your whole day doing this, 
then come 11 at night, you might 
want to stick your lips on a booze 
luge, too.

Your conversations with class- 
mates and professors are so 
detailed, it would appear you were 
taking notes all along. 

I kept a detailed diary my first year, 
in which some of the people are 
named and others are not. I keot 


a less-detailed diary in the second 
year. I have always [written in jour- 
nals], and this was an experience 
that seemed to merit it. When I 
graduated, I went back to jour- 
nalism with my network in hand 
to record the experience minutely. 
It is clearly an act of memoir, and 
yet we can all talk about our time 
at HBS until the sun goes down. 
It was a very intense experience 
for us all. It’s as though when we 
all got out, there was this big sigh 
of relief. 

Toward the end of the book, unlike 
most of your classmates, you don’t 
have a job offer in hand. Did this 
worry you?” 

Yes, it did, but I was ultimately 


able to find work I really like. 
At graduation, we had this great 
speaker, who said that “compari- 
son is the death of happiness.” At 
HBS, you are measured on a curve, 
which is just insane. It’s insane to 
be compared with other people 
this way; everyone knows it’s a 
recipe for misery. There’s always 
going to be someone doing bet- 
ter than you. 

What if one of your children told 
you they wanted to go to HBS? 

I would encourage it. It’s a pretty 
interesting thing to do. Go, have an 
interesting time, and don’t bring me 
the bills. It’s going to change your 
life, but don’t expect HBS to have 
all the answers.
